REMARKS 

Claims 2-5 are all the claims pending in the application. Previously claims 6-13 were, 
and currently claim 1 now is, canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Reconsideration and 
allowance of all the claims are respectfully requested in view of the following remarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. S 112 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-5 under §112, 2"^ paragraph, as indefinite. Specifically, 
the Examiner asserted that the phrase "type" makes the claims indefinite. Accordingly, 
Applicants have removed this phrase firom the claims. 

Allowabie Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 2 and 3 would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form and so as to overcome the rejection under §112. Accordingly, 
because claim 2 has been rewritten in independent form and the §112 rejection has been 
overcome, these claims should now be in condition for allowance. Additionally, claims 4 and 5 
have been made to depend fi"om claim 2 and, therefore, should also be in condition for immediate 
allowance.
